Every day we meet persons who, with their 
families are cross and ill-natured, dissatisfied, 
finding fault with everybody and everything, 
whose first greeting in the breakfast room is 
a complaint, whose conversation seldoms fails 
to end in an enumeration of diffienlties and 
hardships, whose last word at night is an 
angry growl. If you ean get such a person 
to reason on the subject they will acknowl- 
edge that there is some ‘‘want’’ at the bot- 
tom of it—they want a better house, a finer 
dress or more handsome equipage, a more du- 
tiful child, a more provident husband, a more 
cleanly or sympathetic or domestic wife. 

This is the whole story in a nutshell. The 
farmer wants higher prices, the wage earner 
wants higher wages, the storekeeper wants 
higher profits. President Harrison once said 
that a cheap coat marks a cheap man. He 
was right. Things are the cheapest when 
things are depressed. The bargain counter 
always opens during a panic. In time of pros- 
perity, when wages are highest, when the fac-

Figuring Gasoline Loss 
(Santa Ana Register) 

Here’s a little figuring that mhy interest the 
class in arithmetic. It has to do with the 
petroleum and automotive industries. 

There were 10,000,000 gallons of gasoline 
burned up in our recent fire. At the aver- 
age of 15 miles per gallons, that lost gasoline 
would have driven a Ford ear 150,000,000 
miles. 

Now let us follow the losses involved a lit- 
tle farther. 

The Federal Bureau of Mines says oil de- 
velopers are now getting only one-fifth of the 
oil in the ground. If they go it all, that 
would give five times as much gasoline. Thus 
the loss in the California fire would represent 
750,000,000 flivver-miies, 

The head of the General Motors research 
division says a gallon of gasoline, if its en- 
ergy were made 100 per cent available for 
mechanical use, would drive a Ford ear 449 
miles. That raises our flivver milage to about 
22,000,000,000 miles, which means 890,000 
times around ‘the earth for one ear, or once 
around the earth for 890,000 cars. 

That’s what we lost the other day. And 
don’t blame a stroke of lightning for more 
than its share of the waste. Human ineffi- 


ciency is worse than nature’ s destructive effi- 
ciency.

Something of the proposed 
development of Claremont 
more especially from the real- 
tor’s point of view in econjunc- 
tion with the proposed expan- 
sion of Pomona College under 
the American Oxford plan, was 
jtold in interesting fashion yes- 
terday afternoon by Fred R. 
Lucas, who is affiliated with 
| the Scripps interests in the col- 
lege town, in a ‘talk before the 
Ontario Realty Board at the 
Hotpoint Club. 


Mr. Lueas outlined briefly 
how the Oxford plan had been 
adopted, embracing the estab- 
lishment of a group of small 
colleges, so that the close per- 
sonal touch of the small insti- 
tution, on which Pomona Col- 
lege has prided itself, might 
be retained, and recited how 
the generous donations of El- 
len Browning Scripps have 
largely made this possible, 

Foreseeing a considerable in- 
crease in the population of the 
community as a result of the 
proposed expansion of the col- 
lege, ‘the men -chiefly responsi- 
ble for shaping the destinies 
of Claremont have also under- 
taken the laying out of resi- 
dential and business subdivi- 
sions as well, according to the 
speaker. As a result of the 
Seripps donations, there are 
now 600 acres available for 
carrying out the college expan- 
sion program. 

Thirty acres of ‘this, lying 
directly south of the Clare- 
mont High School, have been 
set aside for a subdivision in 
which plots will be leased for 
terms of 50 years. Under the 
direction of city planners and 
architects ,the proposed busi- 
ness district has been com- 
pletely planned, so that an ar- 
chitecturally artistic effect is 
assureds Artistic effects in the 
esidence section will be assur- 
ed by a jury who must pass on 
‘all plans for dwellings.

Engineers’ reports are to be 
submitted soon on the feasi- 
bility of a dam across San An- 
tonio Canyon. Upon this ba- 
sis it will be decided whether 
the structure should be built. 
If the dam is found impraeti- 
cal, as much money as needed 
will be expended upon exten- 
sions of the sponge idea, he 
Passured. 

In reporting to the board of 
supervisors, he declared: 

** At times a very violent run- 
off comes from the mouth of 
San Antonio Canyon, and at 
maximum flood stage great 
damage is done to Claremont 
, and Pomona property. 

‘““The plan for controlling |— 
these flood waters and conserv- 
ing them is by means of a con- 
erete masonry impeding dam 
across .the San Antonio Can- 
yon, if practicable. Of gravity 
type, 125 feet high, as shewn 
in plan, and with a reinforced 
concrete spillway at its east 
end, its sill 15 feet below the 
top, the dam would be of re- 
inforeed conerete bottom and 
sides. 

‘*The right-of-way required 
for this restraining dam is 
about 600. feet in width and 
situated a short distance up 
from the mouth of the canyon. 

‘The estimated cost of this 
work, including the cost of 
land, easements, right-of- -way 
and property.,to be taken, in- 
jured or acquired is $450,000, 
including cost of the sponge.’’
